The petitioner and the 3 ‘ respondents were the four candidates for a seat in the- 
Bengal Legislative Council, to represent the Non-Mnhainmadan Constituency of the City 
of Dacca at the last General Election held in November lii23. The result of the elec¬ 
tion was that the respondent No. I, Rai Bahadur Pyari Lai Das, M.B.E., was returned as the 
successful (Tndidate. The petitioner and the other two respondents stood respectively 
2nd, 3rd -'y id 4th in respect of the votes secured by them. The majority obtained by 
responde'i No. 1 over the petitioner, according to the Election Petition, consisted of 29 
votes, petitioner, by his present Election Petition, seeks to have the Election of the

4. On the 11th of April last, when we sat for the first time to settle the points for 
• detefminati^'^ petitioner had presented a petition, alleging three more instances of

U ‘ having regard to the period of limitation prescribed under Rule 32 (2 ) (a) 

of -ut. Bel^^ ''^tor^'^^Rules, the above petition was time-barred. 

5. Another*’..relates the prayer made by respondent No. 2 in his written 

statement, claiming th^ jiself, in case, both the respondent No. 1 and the 

petitioner were declared - ssful. We declined to entertain this prayer, having 

regard the proviso to Rule 42 (/) of the Bengal Electoral Rules, which had not been 
complied with. 

6 . There were also certain recriminating aUegations in paragraph 17 and part of 
paragraph 18 of the written statement of respondent No. 2, which we declined to consider, 
as the proviso to Rule 42 (1) had not been complied with. 

7. On the 19th of May last (the date on which we commenced the actual enquiry, 
i.e., the recording of evidence) the respondent No. 1 , by a petition, prayed for the altera 
lion of point No. 9 for determination. The main ground for that petition was that, as 
the official marks on the ballot papers were to be kept secret under the Bengal Electoral 
Regulations, those papers could not be inspected by the petitioner and that, therefore, the 
petitioner’s allegation with regard to the absence of official marks on the back of some 
of the ballot papers could not be enquired into. In our opinion, there wa^ no substance 
in this petition since Regulation XXIX ( 2 ), enjoining secrecy of the official marks, 
obviously was applicable only when there was no enquiry on an Election Petition^ 
When, however, such an enquiry was ordered on an Election Petition, in which the very 
question of non-observance of the secrecy referred to above was raised, the official markfr 
could not be kept secret during that enquiry. 
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8. We may also mention that in the couwe of our enquiry we^nspectod the Wari 
GirlB’ School (one of the polling Btatione) and one Iswar Thakar*8 house, on the 6th of 
June last, in presence of the petitiOiier’s learned Counsel and Pleaders for respondent 
No. 1. We shall have occasion to refer to these x>l2iues in this report, and we inspected 
them, so us to give us a better idea of the localities. 

9. It is, further, necessary to note here that our estimate as to the credibility of 
many of the important witnesses has been affected appreciably by the admitted fact 
that the respondent No. 1 and his alleged agent, Nabendra Nath Bysak, hatre been on 
bad terms with respondent No 2,^Dhirendra Chandra Ray, in connection with public 
matters. For instance, it is in the evidence of petitioner‘s witness No. 10 Taposh Babu, 
a pleader, that at the Municipal Election before last, in tr.e contest for the Chairman- 
siiip between the late Nawab Yusuf and respondent No. 1, who had eventually succeeded, 
respondent No. 2 sympathised with the Nawab. The same witness has also stated that 
at the Council Election held in 1920, respondents 1 and 2 were both candidates, but the 
respondent No. 1 was elected, respondent No. 2 having withdrawn. It further apjiears 
from the evidence of petitioner’s witness No. 26 that at the last Municipal Election, in the 
contest for the Chairmanship between Mr. Nazimuddin and respondent No. 2, in which 
the former succeeded, respondent No. 1 and Nabendra Nath Bysak had supported 
Mr Nazimuddin. It is also in evidence that there had been several Municipal Election 
suits between the petitioner and Nabendra. It is further in the evidence of respondent 
No. 1 that there were two parties in the Dacca Municipality, one of which is headed by 
the respondent No. 1, and the other by the respondent No. 2. 

As to the feeling between Nabendra and respondent No. 2, it has been particnlariy 
bitter since last August. Both of them were Municipal Commissioners at the time. It 
appears that in August last, in consequence of a letter received from the District Magis¬ 
trate, a resolution was moved by respondent No. 2 at a meeting of the Municipal Com-# 
mihsionors for the removal of Nabendra and two other Commissioners from the Muni¬ 
cipal Board. Respondent No 1 apparently did not assent to the resolution, but moved 
an amendment, an<l further interviewed the Divisional Cojumissioner, to bring about 
an amicable settlement, and, at the instance of Nabendra, respondent No. 1 also inter¬ 
viewed Sir Surendra Nath Bauerjee, the then Minister in charge. Eventually, the above 
resolution resulted in the removal under the orders of the Government, Nabendra 
and the other two Commissioners from the Municipal Boanl. Nabendra had since then 
instituted a suit against the above order of removal. 

We have thus been influenced in estimating the credibility or otherwise o ^any of 
the important witnessiis, who are in some way or other closely connected with i \ondent 
No. 2, as it was perfectly clear to our minds, from the written statement of ri 
No. 2 that he was substantially supporting the petitioner’s case, although, as . 
noted, respondent No. 2 did not take any ostensi!^pt'Xin the actual trial* 
Respoiideut No. 2, as the evidence shows, is a very infl. 'ti 'Wrson. It is in evic* 
thai he is the only son of Babu Ananda Chandra Ray (o. lading Pleader of D?

10. With these preliminary observations, we now proceed to ddu, 
tions made in the Election Petition. These allegations will appear sniliciei . 
first nine points, which were settled by us on the 17th April last for determination <li’. 
the enquiry. They are as noted below :— 

“(1) Was Babu Nabendra Nath Bysak, an agent for respondent Ni^i. 

(2) Did Babu Nabendra Nath Bysak, on the 19th of November 192®^^

No. 1 to one Akoo Chandra Bysak (voter No. HOS of the published list) of holding No. 2 
of Goailara Lane of Ward No. 3? Was this payment made to secure votes of the voters 
of that ward, as well as of others of the locality, and was the ibove sum paid for repairs 
of the Thakurbari of the idol “ Radharaman Jee ” of the voters of holding No. 2 at 
Goailara Lane, Ward No. 3, and has the above sum been actually spent in repairing that 
Thakurbari ? 

(4) Was a. sum of Rs. 100, or thereabout, paid on the 2lst of November 1923, by 
Babas Gour Chandra Das, Radha Raman Das, Gokul Chandra Das of Enayetganj^ 
Ward No. 7 in the house of Thakurdas Rishi of Chowdhury Bazar, Ward No. 7 to 
Mohini Rishi, Thakurdas Rishi, Jarasindhu Rishi and Puma Rishi of Ohowdhnri 
Bazar of the said ward ? Was the payment made to secure the votes of these Kishis 
for respondent No. 1 P 
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(5) Did Babu ^abendra Nath Bjrsak, aa ageut for respondent No. It oa the 
Idth of November L92-i, taae a vow in the Thakurbari of Sita Nath Karinakar of 
Joginagar in Ward No. 3 to make a further payment of Rs. 800, or thereabout, to meet 
the cost of supplying electric Ilgnt and extending conueocion to the Thakarbaris, in 
addition to the sum of Ks. 1,200, or thereabout, mentioned in point No. 2 ? Was this 
promise of a further payment of Ra^ 800, or thereabout, made in order to induce the 
voters of that locality to vote for respondent No. 1 and not to vote for any other 
candidate ? 

(6) Did Amrita Pal of Puran Moghultuly onrthe 22nd of November 1923 tell 
Prabhat Cuandra Sen, Kaviraj of that quarter, that respondent No. 1 had promised 
to reclaim an old tank, described and bounded, as mentioned in the petitioner’s 
petition of to-day’s date, if the people of that quarter would give votes for respondent 
No. 1 : Did respondent No. 1 wait in his gari whilst Amrita Pal w.ent and spoke to 
Pabhat Chandra Sen as above ? 

(7) Did some one personate one Haran Chandra Chatterjee, voter No. 649 of the 
published list, and did that person vote as a registered voter of Sashi Mohan Basak’s 
Lane in Ward No 3 ? Is it a fact that Haran Chandra Chatterjee had not been heard of 
for many years, and that he was not at Dacca on the date of voting ? 

(8) Was an attempt made on behalf of the respondent No. 1 to have one Kanchan 
Muchi of Ward No. 5 who had been lung dead, personated by some persons in order to 
have Kanchan Muchi’s vote recorded for respondent No. 1 ? 

(9) Has the Election of the respondent No. 1 been vitiated, or the result of the 
election materially affected by any of the irregularities, omissions, defects, or nou- 
compliance with the Electoral Rules and Regulations referred to, or alleged in paragraph 6 
•(»)—(«) of the petitioner’s Election Petition ?” 

It was conceded by the learned Counsel* for the petitioner that there was no 
^evidence with respect to points 5, 6 and 8, and we must hold, therefore, that the accusa¬ 
tions, as appearing under these points, have not been proved. 

12. With regard to point No. 1, as to whether Babu Nabendra Nath Hysak was an 
agent for respondeat No. 1, in view of onr finding on point No. 5, and further of the 
< 30 nclusions we shall presently record with respect to points 2 and 3, it has become 
annecef'sary to consider the point No. 1. 

13. Taming next to point No. 7, it was alleged that some one personating himself 

as Harsy^’^^andra Chatterjee (voter No. 649 of the Electoral Roll) had registered 
his the polling station (Ward No. 3). It was, further, stated that Haran had

TH .ence in support of these allegations is, in our opinion, exceedingly meagre and

During the enquiry, 
however, evideVTw^ '-been acjdnced in respect of uon-compUance, detailed only in 
•^laragraphs 6 (6), (c a “ petition. 

(b) With regard tC , ^ .‘i^ihs 6 it was alleged therein that on some of the 
•ballot papers the official mark had not been put on the back, and that, therefore, Regu¬ 
lation XLVII (/) (a) had been infringed. We were, on the basis thereof, asked to reject 
such ballot papers, in respect of respondent No. 1, as had not the official mark on their 
back, and thus to ascertain if the respondent No. 1 could still maintain his majority of 29 
votes ever the petitioner. One of us was inclined to enter into the scrutiny of the ballot 
papers of all the candidates, and then to exclude such of them as did not bear the official 
mark on the buck. No doubt this would have been the only course, in fairness to all the 
<5andidate8, hatl we been satisfied that some of the ballot papers, in respect of respondent 
No. 1, did not bear the official mark on the back. All of us, however, eventually came 
to the conclusion that all the ballot papers with regard to respondent No. 1 had suffici- 
-ently recognizable official mark on the back. The official mark is the letter “ B.” One 
of the polling officers, Babu Atul Behari Dutt, who, on the special prayer made by the 
petitioner on the 13th instant (towards the close of the arguments of the learned Counsel 
for the petitioner), was examined on the I4th idem, has described the process by which 
this mark was put. From his evidence it appears that the ballot paper was put inside the 
press (Exhibit I) with the back of the paper turned up, and that, by the pressure on the 
paper made by the officer, the impression produced on the back of the paper was the 
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letter “ B” in relief, whilst that on the front of the paper was the same letter, hollow. 
Now, it appears that on some of the ballot papers in question, the letter “ B ” in relief 
appears on the front, and not on the back, and it was thus contended that those papers 
should have been rejected by the Uetnrning Otficer, and should now be excluded by us. 
We are unable to concede to this contention or to grant the request made. The question 
to be considere«l— ui'ie “ Rogers on Election,” page 14S—is whether “looking at each ballot 
paper, there was evidence of an intention to make the odicial mark, and of a recogniz¬ 
able ofifioial mark, upon its back.** Now, the ballot papers, in respect of respondent No. J, 
which bear the olTicial mark ” B ” in relief on the front, and not on the back, still bear, 
and that too, distinctly part of the same oilicial mark ”B,” though hollow. It is thus clear 
to us that there is evidence of an intention to make the oiHcial mark, and of a recogniz¬ 
able oilicial mark, U|)on the back of each of these papers, though through inadvertence 
thes«' papers were not put in the press with their back turned up, so that, by the pressure 
of the press, the impression produced on them could have been the letter “ B ” in relief. 
There cannot lje the slightest doubt, however, that there has been substantial compliance 
with the Regulation XXXII of the Bengal Electoral Regulations in respect of such of the 
ballot papers, the validity whereof has been questioned. The learned Counsel for the 
petitioner urged stnuniously before us that the test to be applied, as referred to in 
the above ])a88age in “Rogers on Election,” was based on section 13 of the English 
Ballot Act, and that the Rules and Regulations under the Bengal Electoral Rules and 
Regulations did not contain any provision corresponding to section 13 of the English 
Ballot Act. We are, however, of opinion that under Rule 44(/) (c*) of the Bengal Electoral 
Rules, we have to consider whether the irregularity in ({uestion has materially affected 
the result of the Election. Bearing this in mind, therefore, as also the fact that botji 
in England and in India it is imperative, as a general rule of law, that a ballot paper 
not bearing on its back the official mark, must be rejected, the test referred to in the 
above passage is equally applicable in considering the ellVct of such an irregularity 
<hiring an Election in this country. Thus, for reasons already noted by us, the 
irregularity in question cannot possibly be said to have materially afTected the result of 
the Election. 

(c) With reference to the allegation in paragraph 6{c) of the Election Petition, which 
may for the sake of brevity be descriliod as tiffin incident, it is to the effect '-hat on the

The nr nportant wilne Ihe 

point under consideration are the 2 polling ollicers, one of wh ' Babu Jotindl.., '‘pr 

Bos**, was examined by the petitioner, and the other, Babu 'ni Kishore II. ny 

respoiulent No. 1. So far as Jotindra Babu’s evidenc*? is concer* Jpes noth* las 

much or at all, for he cannot remember when he and the other Mu'. ' tea—' fil¬ 
ing to him, it might have been before or after 3 P.M. He has, further.., \he 

<lo(‘H not remember when he had tea, he does not remember whether^.. ni^e 

(of the polling station) doors were open when he was having tea. Ho is, how*^ 
])*)sitive in stating that no one came to have his vote recorded during the timfe he 
ov(»r his tea. On the other hand, Jamini Babn is absolutely certain th^ 9 jilt^* ^Wiad Kis^ 
aft(?r the enclosure gate had been closed at 3 P.M. There is 
some discrepancy in the evidence of those two ollicers, as to whether 
tea in their own respective polling rooms or in Jotindra Babii’s i^Mjnr' ^ii^^ii^tTiTir 
Jamini Babu could not rimomber whether there was any enclo8Uj^^|^jy-<yrf^the Northern 
side, tin? one to which he had deposed to being on t hi; This is no doubt 

due to the fact that he was in charge of the polling^^^ , the south and had not 
probably noticed the other enclosure gate on the Nothern mde, which would be near 
Jotindra Habu’s room. 

The other witnesses examined on this point on the petitioner's side are Nos. 9, 10, 13, 
16, 17 and 19. The respondent No. 1 has also examined one Qobinda Lai Qangnli (a 
clerk of the District Magistrate’s office), who acted at the time as a clerk of the polling 
officer, Jotindra Babu. None of these witnesses is really reliable. So far as the clerk 
Gobinda Lai is concerned, he contradicts both the polling officers on certain points. It 
may also be noted that he and his father live in a house rented from one Prusaiyia Babu, 
son-in-law of respondent No. 1. 

With regard to the remaining witnesses on the petitioner's side we note briefly our 
reasons for our holding them to be unreliable. Witness No. 9, Radha Biillab Bysak, has 
made soif-contradictory statements as to whether he went home or kept strolling along 
the roail when, as he says, he did not find the Polling Officer on his arrival at the polling- 
station at 2 P.M. 

Petitioner’s witness No. 10, Chitya Biiiode Bosu, has admittedly been owing Rs. 1,500 
to the Dacca Bank for over three years, and he further states that the petitioner is the 
Managing Director of that Bank, and that it is the duty of the Director to decide as to 
who should bo sued for by the Bank. Further, he has mentioned the hours, by guess.w"^ 
Moreover, we entertain serious doubts as to whether this witness really went to the 
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polling Htatiou that ^lay, for, although he has iirst stated that he had found the door of 
the main building olosod, he eventually admitted that he did not notice the doors of the 
polling room, nor did ho know which the polling room was. He has also made certain 
other statemeiils towards the end of his cross-examination, which tend to'show that ho 
did not really go to the polling slating on that day. 

As to witness No. 12, Ram Das Bysak, he has related a story which is at variance 
wi^h the j)etitionor’8 case. According to him, when he did not see the Presiding Ollicer 
after 2 P.M., he sat down inside the enclosure, and aftenmome time when ho wont to have 
his vote recorded, ho was prevented from doing so by some GhaprasiSy with the result that 
he returned home at dusk. 

Witness No. Li, Lalit Mohan Bysak, would state that he arrived at the polling 
station at 2-15 or 2-iiO V.M., and finding both doors of the verandah shut, he went home 
and returned at about 3 or at 10 or 15 minutes before or after 3, when he found the 
enclosure gate closed. This witness’s statements, also towards the end of his cross- 
examination, lead us to doubt whether the story related by him is true, for he would 
state that, even if he bad known that the gate would be closed at 3 P.M., he would have 
still gone home, as his house was only 10 minutes* walk from the polling station. When 
questioned as to the necessity for going home, he at first stated that he went on business ; 
next he said that he had gone home to have a drink of water ; and finally he stated that he 
had gone home to fetch a paper, but did not remember what the paper was. 

The next witness No. 16, Babu Tapesh Chandra Banerjee, Pleader, was admittedly 
the polling agent of respondent No. 2, and was, further, admittedly very friendly with 
that respondent. Apart from tliis, this witness could not swear whether, when Jatindra 
Babu had tifliu, the door of his polling room wJis open or closed. Now, the question as to 
Whether the polling station enclosure gates were closed before or after the polling oiTicers 
had their tea or tiffin, is of the utmost importance, for it is the case of both parties that 
the polling station enclosure gates wore closed at 3 P.M., as prescribed by the Oovornment. 
With regard to this question, then, Tapesh Babu’s evidence should be considered carefully. 
According to him, he left Jatindra Babu’s polling room for tilRn between 2 and 3 
and was away for 10 or 15 minutes. Ho went on to state in his examination-in-chief 
that it was not very long after his return that the enclosure gates were closed—that by no 
means it ^was more than half an hour, and that probably it was 15 minutes after his 
return. >3^his cross-examination, however, he stated that when he returned after tillin 
he had i/-tlccasion to examine whether the enclosure gates were open or closed, and that, 
ther^OT * the above statement of his on the point was based on inference. Finally, 
iu I AWe-examinatioii he added that he did not notice whether the enclosure 
giy ^ ^rere open or closed on his return after tiffin. Having regard to these varying

For reasons which 
will be ineVitio*;;,^ *•>.»» in considering point No. 2, this wit/iess is absolutely untrust¬ 
worthy and unreliaUi. ul we ^r^^not accept his tostimoney at all. 

We may further nl^ .sj,\ the petitioner’s witness No. 20, Paresh Chandra Das 
Gupta (Chief Agent for iNtational Insurance Company, for Eastern Bengal), who has 
deposed to his presence at the polling station in question from 11 A.M. to 3 P.M. on tin* 
polling date, was not asked a single question about the tiffin incident. In view, however, 
of tho estimate of this witness’s evidence with respect to point No. 2, we should have in 
all probability refused to rely on his testimony, had ho deposed to the tiffin incident, in 
support of the petitioner’s allegation. The petitioner, however, could not have anticipated 
that estimate, and should have questioned Paresh with regard to the tiffin incident as 
well. 

Some stress was laid by the learned Counsel for the petitioner on the non-examination 
by respondent No. 1 of one Babu Upendra Gupta. We do not, however, attach any 
importance to this omission, as this witness had, in the first instance, been cited by the 
petitioner, and it was only on his noii-examinatiou by the petitioner that the respondent 
No. 1 cited this witness. 

For the reasons set forth above, therefore, we are unable to hold that the two polling 
officers in question suspended polling business between 2 and 3 P.M., as alleged by the 
petitioner, or that they had tea or tiffin between those hours. 

(d) With regard to the allegation in paragraph 6 (e) of the Election Petition, it 
related to the alleged infringement of Regulation XXXIII of the Bengal Electoral 
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Regulations, it being stated that at tho'polling station in Ward No. 7 the Polling Oflicer, 
in almost all the cases, had seen the marks put by the voters on the^ballot papers against 
the names of candidates, for whom they had voted, and that consequently the secrecy of 
voting enjoined by the above Regulation had not been observed. Three witnesses have 
been examined on this point, two of them being voters and the third, Habu Gyanendra 
Narayan Choudhury (a pleader), being a polling agent for respondent No. 2. Gyan 
Habu*s evidence does not show that the Polling Officer saw the marks put by the voters 
on the ballot papers. All thatifiyan Habu has stated is that some time after the polling 
had begun, the Polling Officer accompanied the voters, when the latter went from the 
polling room to behind a black board, to put their marks on the papers. The Polling 
Officer may have done this to expedite matters, as ho was boiiml to see that the official 
mark had been put on the ballot papers. 

As regards the other two witnesses—voters Nos. 24 and 25 on the side of the petitioner, 
both of them, admittedly, canvassed for respondent No. 2 at the last Council Election. 
Then again, it is not clear from the evidence of either of these two witnesses whether 
the Polling Officer actually saw the mark which had bfon put by those witnesm^s o;i 
ballot papers against the candidates, for whom they had voted. According to witness 
No. 24, he inferred that the Polling Officer had been looking at the “ X ” mark, because 
that officer asked the witness to fill up the paper and put it in the ballot box, after which 
the witness happened to look at the Palling Officer and noticed that the latter was 
looking at the witness. The reason given by the witness No. 25 is equally unconvincing, 
it being to the effect that, when the was putting the X ” mark the Polling Officer was 
standing near him. 


The evidence on this point is, therefore, in our opinion, meagre, unsatisfactory ^nd 
inconclusive, and we accordingly hold that the allegation under consideration has not 
he.en proved. 

In connection with this point wo may also note that, as the Polling Officer in qin^stion 
was eventually called at the instance of the petitioner, and was examined, as already 
noted by us, on the 14th instant, the petitioner coubl have, with the p4*rmi.ssion of the 
(^Mirt, easily questioned the Polling Officer (even though he had been cu’iginally cited by 
ri?8pondent No. 1, though not exaiinned) also witli regard to the allegation coiitaiiioii 
in paragraph 6 (e) of the Election Petition, but lie did not do so. Itas also unfor¬ 
tunate that it did not strike any of us at the time to question the Poh V Officer on 
the point \‘ 

We must also note here that, although with respect to the allegation’ agraph 

G (5) and part of paragraph fi of the Election Petition, the petitioner’s ven. Vn in 
that petition contained the declaration that these" Meg ‘^ns were true to his k Wge, 
the petitioner did not examine himself.

It may incidentally be noted here that point No. 5, ^vhich, as ^^airea 
has not been proved, related to a vow said to have been math* by Nitbe^TOj al^ r 

in Sita Nath Karmakar’s Thakurbari, to make a further payment (»f KHj^^^^KS^fPHTthe 
costs of supplying electric lights and extending connection to . in tlio 

Election Petition this vow or promise was stated to be a yJi.thiS«rTransactic>n by itself. 
Paring the enquiry, however, evidence wa^giveu to promise was at first 

made at the samo time and place as those at which tnV.^i 3 ^i^inent of Us.-1;200 wa8.said to 
have been made, and that the vow in the Thakurbari (about which, however, there is 
no evidence) followed the promise. In our’opinion, the variation in the allegation with 
regard to the time and place of the alleged promise is material, as it tends to slmw 
further development in the story since the presentation of the Election Petition. Now 
the story as to the actual payment of Us. 1,2(X) rests primarily on the evidence 
of P. W. 19, Jogendra Kisbore Roy, and P. W. 22, Nripendra Chandra Roy (a Homeo¬ 
pathic Doctor). The story related by both these witnesses is, in our opinion, almost 
dramatic in its nature. Briefly, according to Jogendra, ho had gone to see Iswar Thakiir 
on the morning of the 19th November to enquire what progress had been made with 
regard to votes for respondent No. 2. Some statements were said to have been made by 
Iswar to Jogendra, but they were held by us to bo inadmissible, as Iswar had not been 
called. Wo shall note presently our ground for that refusal. Jogendra would, further, 
state that, as arranged with Iswar, the former hid himself in one of the latter’s rooms,.and 
saw, through a window, the arrival of Nabendra and Murali Pal and others in the 
verandah of IswaPs temple-hoaso, which was at a distance of 7 or 8 cubits, and was 
visible from the room where Jogendra was seated. It was further stated by Jogendra 
that Nabendra then paid Rs. 1,200, with the object and for the purpose alleged, to 8Ua 
Nath IChrmakar and made a promise of farther payment of Rs. 8()0. , ^ 
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The other witnoss Nripeiulni relates more or Iors the same story. According to him, 
he happened to* liave been paying a prot'essional visit at tlie time to the taipily of 
lirindaban, Iswar Thakur’s brother, and had watched the incident and had hoard the 
conversation, whilst he was seated in Brindaban’s verandah which, according to him, 
was 5 or 6 cubits from Iswar’s temple-house. The Commissioners, however, as a result 
of the local inspection, are of opinion, that the distance was about 1!S feet. 

Jogendra’s story is, further, to the effect that, after having witnessed the 
above iiiciitent in the verandah of Iswar’s templo-house, 4e went and saw Muraii Pal, 
who was said to have made certain statc^ments, in consequence whereof Jogendra 
siiw respondent No 2, and as a result of consultation between these two it was, 
as stated by Jogendra, then <lecided not to pay any money, and also to secure some 
persons who were not known to respondent No. I or to his party, and to take them to 
Muraii PaPs house, to hear what Miirali had to say, so that they might be Vitnesses, in 
case there were to bo siibsi'quontly any Election litigation. Efforts were said to have 
been made to secure two Bub-Deputy Collectors, but it was said that they were not found. 
Eventually, Jogendra Kishore Kay, accompanied by witness No. IS, Sasanka Mohan 
Das Gupta (a pleader), witness No. 20, Paresh Chandra Das Gupta (Chief Agent for the 
National Insurance Company), and oneRajondra Kumar Bose (a Zamindar) went to Muraii 
Pal’s house ai about 5-110 r.M. the same day, and it was stated by them that Muraii made 
certain statements, as a result wheri^of on the' same evening at about 7-.‘U) or 8 P.M., 
Jogendra, Kajendra Kumar Bose, Paresh Chandra Das Gupta, and Babu Kshitish Chandra 
Neogi, M.h.A., went to Gosainbari. Here again it was stated that Mnrali made a certain 
btateiiient, whereupon Jogendra was allegecl to hr.ve stated that he hail not brought money, 
and that he could not commit himself, without consulting respondent No. 2. 

* Before proceeding further to consider the character of the evidence of the above 
witnesses, we may note hero our reasons for refusing to admit the statements said to have 
been made by Is war to .Togeiulra. Since Is war had not boon called by the petitioner any 
statement made by him was obviously in the nature of hearsay. No doubt, if properly 
proved, such statements were relevant, with rc»forence to sections 6, 7 and 9 of the Evidence 
Act, as urgeil by the learned Counsel for the petitioner. The learned Counsel, however, 
relied on section 19 of the Evidmice Act, to prove such statements as admissions, 
and he furth^»cited the cases in 1. L. R. 5 Mad. 2iVJ, and 20 Indian Cases, 792, in support 
of bis coi t^.^Aon. In our opinion, section 19 has no application to the alleged 
statements/-i^de by Iswar, for he was not a person whose position or liability it was 
iiecessap^* . jrove as against any party to this enquiry. In this view, then, thii rulings 
cited 1/ ;^nearned Counsel did not help liiin either. Nor is there anything in Rule 44

-of Mupali, petitioner’s witness No. 29, i-s to the effect that he neither 
remembered nur any other incident in connection withi Thateri Bazar and 

Joginagar votes, exceptu one irl Gosainbari. He further states that he did not 
remember whether he hal^,^ ^^ndra on the morning or on the afternoon of that day. 

As regards the Gosainbari inciQw.iU, all that he has said is that, in consequence of what 
the voters present’said, Jogendra at first offered Rs. 2,100, and eventually Rs. 2,200, as far 
as he could rememl)er, and that Muraii then left the place, saying that there was no need 
for his being there, as there was a talk oi money matters. It was urged by the learned 
Pleader, Rai Bahadur Sasanka Kumar Ghosh, for respondent No. 1, that, having regard to 
the above evidence of Muraii, the statements said to have been made by Muraii to the 
witnesses mentioned above were inadmissible under section 136 of the Indian Evidence 
Act. In our opinion, this contention must prevail, as. those statements of Mnrali could 
have, In the circumstances, only been admissible, if we had permitted the learned Counsel 
for the petitioner, as requested by him, to have cross-examined Muraii, under section 154 
of the Evidence Act. We, however, refused to grant such permission, as we were 
perfectly satisfied that Jogendra, Paresh and Sasanka Das Gupta could not be relied upon 
and that, therefore, there was nothing to show that Muraii was an untruthful witness. It 
may be mentioned here that Muraii is a well-to-do man, who once paid super-tax, and we 
cannot, therefore, conceive that his testimony could have been gained over for any 
peouninry consideration. From his evidence, it further appears that ho is well disposed 
towards the petitioner, and had aaVod people to vote for the latter, and even went to the 
pt|Ming station (Ward No. 3) on behalf of the petitioner, though, on account of grpat con- 
C^on and lateness of the hour, he did not record his vote. Then again, it would -appear 
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that he not only refused to support the Election of respondent No. 1 when he was 
approached on the subject by that respondent and liabu Jogondra Nath Ray (who was at 
the time M. L. C.)* but that he had also requested the respondent No. 1 to ^twithdraw from 
the Election, as there was some previous arrangement that this respondent would not 
stand at the last Election. Another reason was further assigned by Miirali for this request— 
the President has noted it marginally at page 74 of Murali’s deposition recorded by 
liim—but we disallowed the statement containing the reason, as it contained a further 
serious charge or corrupt practice against respondent No. I, which we could not entertain 
at that stage of the enquiry, no-'taention thereof having been made in the Election 
petition. 

Even if those statements, said to have been made by Murali to the witnesses in 
question, baii been held by us to have been admissible, we should have still refused to 
have acted upon them, in view of the fact that Murali had contradicted the witnesses, at 
any rate, as already noted, and wo see no reason for disbelieving Murali on the whole. 

It has already been noted by ns that witnesses Jogendra, Paresh and Sasauka Mohan 
Das Gupta cannot be relied upon, and wc now proceed to set forth our reasons for this 
conclusion. 

As to Jogendra Kishore Ray, he is not only a cousin of the respon*lent No. 2, but he 
was also his canvasser at the last Election and was admittedly on intimate terms with 
that respondent. Further, admittedly, his present house, which h(» built about 8 or 10 
years ago, stood on some land which was a gift of habu Ananda Chandra Ray (father of 
respondent No. 2), no deed of gift having been executed yet. It was also admitted by 
him that before he built his present house he lived for 5 or (> years in Ananda Habu*s 
house, and that before that he lived in the house of Ananda BabiPs step-brother, 
Nripopdra Nath Ray. In addition to these matters, which undoubtedly show that 
Jogendra practically is living on the bounties of the family of respondent No. 2, it 
further very clear from Jogendra’s evidence that he has made two statements which, if 
they do not amount to perjury, still border on perjury. One of th“so statements 
related to his petrol business which, it was first alleged by him, belonged to him. It 
was, however, after some fencing and prevarication, admitted by him that the hnsiness 
stood in the name of respondent No. 2, and the explanation sought to be offered was that, 
as this business was in the nature of agency or sub-agency under Shaw Wallace & Co., 
respondent No. 2 had, at the instance of the witness, negotiated with that firm, and that 
conse(|uently, the business, although belonging to the witness, had continued remain in 
the name of respondent No. 2. We are not prepared to accept this explanat V, fqr the 
simple reason that it was not given in a natural wuiy. , v 

The other statement made by this witness, which borders on perjury, ref the 

question as to whether the witness Tapesh Babu was pleader in a suit bro iby 

Satish Das (son of the sister of tlie wife of respondent 'o. ^igainst the witness in bet 
of a strip of land (sweepor*8 passage leading to the V house). Jogendra i |ed 
any knowledge as to Tapesh Babu having appeared in tlu. '^pn his btdialf. W • Avo 
it, however, from the evidence of Babu Gyanemlra Narayan \udbiiry, who v' bjit- 
tedly Jogendra’s pleader in that case, that this pleader bail dually liandc.

present at consultations between Gyaii Babu and Tapesh Babu. ^ ( • 

With respect to the above two statements of 'Jogendra, jt iirgeil /the 
learned Counsel for the petitioner that‘they Were not material Uho 

l>reHont case. We are, however, unable to concede to thiS. As ^ (lent 

relating to the petrol business, it was sought by thu learned pleaUbr fo'- 
respondent No. 1 to prove that this business did . not boliwig to this witness, v, ‘ 
was in reality a man of straw, and entirely dependent .on resporu<lenl 2 aiid hh 
family, and was not, therefore, rt5liable. Then, with regard to tfir* oOiaai..8tatemoJi^ 
it was material for the purpose of showing the intimate relations betw.^e^ 
and the respondent No.*2 as well as Jogendra, - _ 

Not only do we entirely disbelieve Jogendra, Iwit we, fn^tl}^^d^old that the story 
related by him is inherently improbable. It is in the evidence of Nabendra Nath Bysak 
that he had known Iswar Thakur for a very long time,\h^t'Iswar is a priest of Rakhai 
Bysak (Nabendra’s son*s father-in-law), a Municipal Oorninissioner. ^vho according to 
Respondent No. I belongs to the latter’s party on the Municipal Board. Jt has, further, 
been stated by respondent No. 1, that Rakhai Bysak anvl his brother Braja Gopal owe 
money to the firm of respondent No. 1. It is, therefore, clear to us that Iswar would 
have been the last person to have allowed Jogendra to have watched the alleged incident 
on the morning of the 19th of November in Iswar’s temple-house, which would have 
been exposing respondent No. 1 and Nabendra. Jogendra, however, tried to explain 
this by stating that Iswar and he had been together at school. To our minds, the 
explanation cannot be accepted, in view of the friendly relations between Iswar on one 
side, and respondent No. 1 and Nabendra Babu on the other. 

We have already referred to the allegation that efforts were made to secure some 
Deputy or Sub-Deputy Magistrates, to be taken to Mnrall Pal’s house, to hear what ho 
had to say. If there be any truth in this, we are unable to understand why, instead of 
going to some Sub-Deputy Magistrates, respondent No. 2, or Jogendra did not at once 
go..td the District Magistrate, who oouW have easily furnished him with detectives, 
totally qftkftowa to anybody*

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Considerablo strtfls was laid on the evidence of Nripendra Chandra Ray (petitioner’s 
witness No. 22), it being contended strenuonsly that he was an independent v^ltiums. 
There is really, however, no force in this contention. To begin with, when we inspected 
Iswar’s house, we tried to ascertain whether the alleged conversation in the verandah of 
Iswar’s teinple-hoiise could have been heard by this witness, sitting in the closed verandah 
on the other si<te, at a distance of about 15 foot. For this purpose, the Commissioners 
Mr. Ouha ami llai Kainala Nath Das Bahadur carried on a conversation in a natural way 
in the closed verandah, whilst the President stood in the verandah of the temple-house 
trying to listen to their conversation, the others—Plenders and the public—keeping quiet 
during the tiino. The President, however, found it difficult to hear the nature of the 
conversation. Be this as it may, there is another curious fact to be noted by ns. 
Babu Girish Chandra Das (petitioner’s witness No. 27), who was admittedly a great 
friend of respondent No. 2 and was his canvasser, has deposed to haying sent for this 
witness Nripendra, professionally, 4 or 5 days before Nripendra was examined in this 
case, although Girish Babu and Nripendra had, as admitted by Girish Bal>u, never 
visited each other before. Having regard to the latter admission made by Girish Babu, it 
is very difficult for us to btdieve that Nripendra was sent for by Girish Babu, to pay a 
professional visit, and not for anything in connection with this case. 

It is, further, admitted by Nripendra that he does not pay any iuoomo-tax. Wo have 
taken this admission into consideration, not because it could, by itself, be held as a ground 
for disbelieving the witness, but in conjunction with the other circumstances relating to 
this witness, to which we have referred, the admission could at least go to show that he is 
not as independent as was attempted to be urged by tlie learned Counsel for the 
petitioner. 

Turning next to the credibility or otherwise of petitioner’s witness No. 18 Basanka 
Mohan Das Gupta, one of the two witnesses examined to corroborate Jogeiidra, we lind 
^at this witness has admittedly known Jogendra ever siiico his (witness’) childhood, and 
further that the witness’s maternal grandfather, who died only on the 27lh of November 
last, and Ananda Babu wore admittedly frionds. Sasanka Babu has also stated that he 
wished respondent No. 2 success at the Election.^ Obviously, therefore, he is very much 
interested in respondent No. 2. Apart from this, it is difficult for us to believe his 
absurd statement to the otfect that on the afternoon of the 19th of November Murali made 
a statement, of his own accord^ without having been questionedy as soon an the ijurtg 
arrived at T^^iUrafi's house. 

Tilery,*^>mains the evidence of Paresh Chandra Das Gupta, the other witrioSvS 
examine/corroborate Jogendra, This witness had also been admittedly a friend of 
respop^' 'No. 2 for 18 years.

-eplrcd as above, were not called by th<^ petitioner. As regards the former, the omissiuii 
was^ysivibed to Rajendra Babu’s illness. It was also urged by tl^e learnecl Counsel for 
the potiiioner that,^iB admittedly Rajendra Babu had once brought a suit against 
respondent No. 1, ifmh in the hitter’s capacity as Chairman of the Municipality, and in 
his private capacity, for damages and for restoration of water-supply, Rajendra would 
not have been considered an independent witness. We do not, therefore, considtu' it 
necessary to comment any further, as regards this omission in respect of Rajendra Babu. 
No explanation has, however, been offered for the omission to have called Babu Khitish 
Ch. Neogi, M.L.A., excepting that we were verbally informed that he was attending 
the session of the Legislative Assembly at Simla. There was no reason, however, for his 
not having been examined on commission in good time, as the interval allowed between 
the settlement of the points for determination and the commencement of the enquiry 
was more than a month. 

Sita Nath Kcarmakar has not been examined either. Possibly, this may be due to the 
fact that he is admittedly a tenant of the respondent No. 1 in respect of a few rooms at 
the Calcutta residence (25, Shibtola Street) of respondent No. 1. 

We have so far shown how all the witnesses on this point are unreliable. There is 
also another matter to which we may refer, and that is our inability to understand why 
such publicity was given by respondent No. 1 or Nabendra, in the matter of the alleged 
payment under consideration. The verandah of Iswar’s temple-house, as we saw at the 
time of our local inspection, is visible from the public road or lane, and in the ordinary 
course of affairs we should not have accepted that such a place should be selected for a 
purpose wbiph lyas, at any rate, improper l[)y aopia ■witnesses; Wy 
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mention that in that very hoaso there 'was another shed on the Southern aide, part where¬ 
of waB not visible from the public lane, and that shed could have been easily selected as a 
more secluded place, to avoid detection. We cannot, therefore, help resisting the inCeience 
that the verandah of Iswar’s tomple-house was selected, as it was visible both from the 
room, in which Jogendra was said to haveliidden himself, to watch the incident, and also 
from the closed verandah, where Nripendra was said to have been attending on Brinda* 
ban*tf son and daughter. As a matter of fact, wo have no hesitation in holding, for the 
reabons given above, that there was no such incident on the morning of the 19th of Novem¬ 
ber, as was alleged by the potilioDr, in the verandah of Iswar’s temple-house. Had there 
been any such iuci<lont in that house, wo should have decidedly expected to have found 
specitic mention of that house in the Election Petition or in the subsequent petition, filed 
by the petitioner, furnishing further particulars, as directed by us. It was attempted to be 
explained that in this subsequent petition, although we had directed further information 
to be furnislieil as regards the place at which this incident ocourrod, it was understood by 
the learned pleader that the information was required only in respect of the locality, lii 
the Election Petition the locality has been mentioned as Thateri Ilaxar and Joginagar, 
and the learned Senior Pleader for the petitioner informed us that he was tinder the 
impression that the locality had to be more specifically restricted, and thw«t, therefore, in 
the subsequent petition the locality was described as Joginagar only. Be this as it may, it 
was clearly the duty of the petitioner to have mentioned in his Election Petition or, at any 
rate, in the subsequent petition, as to which house the incident took place in, as, under 
Rule iV*\ (A?) of the Bengal Electoral Rules, he was bound to furnish “as full a statement as 
possible *’ on the subject. 

After a very full and anxious consideration, therefore, of the entire evidence with 
regar<l to the allegation of payment of Rs. 1,2(X) or thereabout by Nabendra Nath Bysak, 
raising point No. 2 for our determination, we have come to ibo conclusion that there is po 
truth ill this allegation, as it had not been proved by any satisfactory, reliable or con¬ 
vincing evi<lence. 

J6. Turning, next, to point No. 3, it arises out of tlio iillcgution that Nabendra Nath 
Bysak, on behalf of respondent No. I, on the 21st of November last paid a sum of 
Rs. .*$()() or thereabout to one Akii (’hand (iiuid vertently described as Chandra in point •)) 
Bysak of hoi ling No. 2, Goilara Lane (Ward No. Ill), in order to securi* votes of the voters 
of that ward, as well as of others of the locality. It was fiirtlier alleged that the above 
sum was paid for the repairs of the Thakurbari of the holding, and that i* was actually 
spent on such repairs. ^ 

The bulk of the evidence adduced by the petitioner in support of the abo -Allegations 
is unreliable, and there are clear indications that it has been fabricated and i red for 
Consideration, The witnesses examined, in connection with the point now u: bonsl- 

deration, are Nos. 6, 7, 8, 15, 23 and 27. \ 

As regards witness No. 6 Jadab, with whom a oiiey was said by witi |Aku 
Chand to have been deposited on the day after the a^ • 'payment, he does no corro¬ 
borate Aku. The learned Counsel for the petitioiuT 'requested us to d j this 
witness hostile, hut wo refused to grant such permission, as uere fact that ness’s 

nephew was married to Nabendra’s daughter, and that, furth '^dab was the . V^®w 

of Dcbendra (who, as stated by Naltendra, was the latter’» ''0 was not sn. ,'at to 

show that the witness was not deposing to the truth. It was, furi ''ght to be )oved 

tliat this witness had made a statement in writiiig on the 9th ’ h las^ ’ te the 

witness No. 27 Jhibu Girish Chandra Das, pleader. Jadab denier. e this 

statement, and it appears that his handwriting on Exhibit 2, which was dio .... in 

Court, does not resemble that of Exhibit 3. It is true that Girish Balm has stat 
Exliihit 3 was written and signed in his presence by Jadab. Girish Babu,^hovi„. \ 
admitted that the handwriting on Exhibit 2 was not like the ordinary handwriting 
Javlab. Ill the circumstauces, therefore, it is ditlicult for ns to ccuiie to any definite finding^ 
to whether tlie handwriting on Exhibit 3 is really that of Jadab. It may iie here 

that Exhibit 3 was Vidmitted only for tho purpose of comparing tl^e handwriting thereof 
with that of Exhibit 2, and we cannot, therefore, eider into the m^itsof that statement, 
beyond observing that it was admittedly written, at the instance of the petitioner, in 
presence of Girish Baba, who is admittedly a great friend of respondent No. 2 and was 
his canvasser, and further looked after his ailairs at the Northbnmk TIall polling station. 
It is noteworthy that, according to Girish Babu himself, this statoineiit, Exhibit 3, was 
left with him, after, it luul been written, till one or two days l)eft)re tho coinmtMicement 
of this enquiry, when Girish J3abu made it over to ono of the petitioner’s officers. 

Witness No. 7 Aku Chaml’s evidence shows that respondent No. 1 lianded over the 
money to Nabiuidra, and the latter made it over to the witness. It is significant, however, 
that neither in the Election Petition nor in the subsequent petition, filed by tlio petitioner, 
furnishing fuither particulars, was there any mention of respondent No. 1 having handoil 
over the money to Nabendra. 

Furthtr, in Aku Chaiid’s case also we find a clear indication that his evidence has 
been procured, for it is admitted by him that on the 29tli of December last a \Vritten 
statement vvasiiiado by him, which was proposed to be sworn to as an affidavit, and that 
this had been done at the instance of the petitioner. 

We may also mention another ground for our not relying on tho evidence of Aku 
Chaiid, which is to the effect that he is admittedly an uiidisohargod insolvent, has no 
employment and is sitting idle. No doubt, he has also stated in re-examination that 
of bis sons worked at a press, but the fact remaius that lie himself is a man of straw. 
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The next witness No. S Mohendra woulti depose to having heard of the alleged 
paymeiit from Aku Ohand on the 22nd of November in one Jatindra Nath’s baiiakkhana 
where many others of the holding had assembled at the time. this witness also 
seems to have been procured, for ho admittedly swore an affidavit on the 3rd of January 
last, at the instance of the petitioner. It is noteworthy, however, that he has hud the 
hardihood to state that he himself paid Rs. 2-0-3, the costs of the affidavit. 

With re^'urd to witness No. 15,* Nanda Lai Bysak, if he is the same person who was 
said to have been present in Jatiudra’s haitakkhana on the morning of 22nd November, 
he does not corroborate Mahendra. Nanda Lai's evident is to the etlect that, as he was 
coming downstairs, he heard Aku and Mahendra talking in the open space, just under¬ 
neath the staircase, about the payment by respondent No. 1 of the balance of the costs 
of repairs of the Thakurhari. This witness, however, added that he did not know why 
respondent No. 1 had given that money. 

The remaining witness on this point is No. 2.3, Babu Radha Bullub Bysak, a Pleader, 
who has a share in the holding No. 2, Goaiiara Lane. Suffice it to say that he does not 
prove anything. 

In our opinion, therefore, the evidence adduced by the petitioner in respect of the 
point under consideration is extremely unsatisfactory and unreliable, and we, therefore, 
hold that the allegation giving rise to that point, as to the payment of Rs. 300 or there¬ 
about by Nabendra Nath Bysak, on behalf of respondent No. 1, to Aku Chand, with the 
object and for the purpose alleged, has not been proved. 

17. In connection with points 2 and 3, we may note that both respondent No. I 
and Nabendra Nath Bysak, have, in their evidence, denied the truth of the respective 
allegations giving rise to those two points. No doubt they are interested witnesses, but on 
the whole we see no reason for disbelieving them. The discrepancy in the evidence of 
thpse two witnesses as to the number of timc‘S Nabendra accompanied respondent No. 1 
during the latter’s visit to Sir Surondra Nath Banerji, in connection with the removal of 
the three Municipal Commissioners, mentioned by us in another part of this report, is 
immaterial. 


IS. Wo now consider the last point No. 4. It has been raised on the allegation 
that throe persons, named (lour Chandra Das, Radha Raman Das, and Gokhul Chandra 
pas of Euayetganj (Ward No. VII), paid a sum of Rs. 100, or thereabout on the 2l8t of 
November lasi to Mohim Uishi, i’hakur Das Kistii, Jarasindu Rishi and Puma Kishi of 
Choudhuryynjipzar of the said ward, to secure their votes for respondent No. 1. The 
evidence a/^^iced l)y the petitioner, in support of this allegation, is exceedingly meagre 
and uu/e/i ,#le. It consists simply of the testimony of two witnesses, named Mon 
Mohai witness No. 1, and Mohim Rishi, witness No. 21 (stateil by the learned 

CoiuxJ 1 »wr the j)etilioucr to be the sa^^e person whose name was mentioned as “ Mohini ** 
in tl i.potition, furnishing articuhns as to the names of the payees. With the 

excelthen, of Mohim, ngr-^<Affie other payees has been examined by the petitioner, 
on tm' -'.jund that they had/ gaiued over by respondent No. 1. It is, however, 
dillicl '\-?ay how far ^^‘/Y^^tatoment in the petition, which is neither verified nor 
siippjr . jfv/an allidavit,>^^.r 5 J^^©. The payment was said to have been made for the 
piirpl defraying tl> 'cr;n8e8 of JUohatshob ** and Krittan ceremonies, performed by 
the F| ?Vi8. It appt>‘ ^...^-.vever, from the evidencti of Mohim Rishi that accounts of the 
“A'ra'Ai*’ expo^ kept and that therein the sum in question had been entered 

on thA . ,1 /.dose accounts were nut, however, produced. 

T| Other matt(*r in connection with this point which wo should note. It 

is iK'-a^v evufei#oo of Monrnohan that he and Jarasindhu filed a petition—bearing the date 
^ November last—before a Deputy Magistrate in charge of Elections in coimoctiou 

/(’^h tho alleged payment. We cannot make use of this petition, as it was not eventually 
^^oved, Moninolian's signature on it only having been provoil on the first day of the 
enquiry. Monrnohan would, however, state that ho and Jarasindhu filed this petition of 
their own accord, but we find it dillicult to believe this. Be ithis as it may, it is 
admitted by Monrnohan that he went to one Satish Babu, a Pleader for respondent 
No. 2 in connection with the petition, and then went to respondent No. 2, in whoso house 
the petition was written by a Muhammadan chaprasi. Had the petition been filed by 
Monmohau and Jarasindlm, of their own accord, we should have certainly expected 
Monmohan to have ascertained what orders were passed on it, but he has stated that he 
<lid not know wliat order was passed. 

We may note that, with regard to the alleged payment we are now considering, it 
was not alleged that it had been made on behalf of respondent No. 1. Itespondent No. 1 
lias, however, examined Gokul and Gour Chandra, who have denied having made the 
payment in question. Had we been satisfied with the evidence on the petitioner’s side, 
we should have hesitated in believing Gour Chandra and Gokul, as they are connecte<l 
in some way or other with respondent No. 1. Wo are not, however, satisfied with the 
evidence on the petitioner’s side, and it is, therefore, unnecessary to comment any further 
on tlielestimony of Gour Chandra and Gokul, 

For the above reasons, therefore, wo hold that the allegation with regard to the 
payment of Rs. 10(1 or thereabout to (he Risbis by* Gour Chandra and the two other 
persons named already, for the object of securing votes for the respondent No. 1, has not 
been proved. 


19.. In conclusion, having regard to our findings noted in this report on the points, 
in respect of which evidence has been adduced by the petitioner, we are of opinion that 
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the petitioner's Election Petition should be dismissed, and we b>^g to recommend 
accordingly to His Excellency the Governor of liengal. 

20. There further remains for ns to consider the question of costs which should be 
paid by the petitioner to respondent No. 1. We'have noted in the body of this report that 
the evidence adduced by the petitioner is not only unreliable and unsatisfactory, but that 
in many cases it has been procured for pecuniary consideration. In other words, to 
support the very grave and serious charges against the respondent No. 1, the petitioner 
had fabricated and manipulated evidence. Bearing this in mind, and further the fact 
that the enquiry has been a very^ long and protracted one, we further b(‘g to recommend 
to His Excellency the Governor of Bengal that the petitioner be directed to pay to the 
respondent No. 1 Rs. l,r)00 as pleaders* fees, and also the costs incurred by the 
respondent No. 1 in Court and process fees and witnesses’ expenses. 

21. This report is somewhat lengthy, but this was unavoidable, as we had to deal 
with a number of serious charges against respondent No. 1, and had to consider carefully 
the mass of evidence placed before us, as well as the arguments on both sidt3S at the end 
of the enquiry.
